The ordinances drafted and recom 


mended to the city council for pas 
sage by the committee from the Cit- 
izens league, were passed, with a few 
minor changes at a special meetinr 
of the council Monday evening. 


By the ordinances the saloon keep 


cr in Coshocton will have to abide b> 
the sections laid down by council or 
suffer a heavy penalty, provided foi 
in tho ordinances for both the city 
council and the Citizens league art 
going to see that the ordinances are 
enforced to the letter. 


Movable Screens. 


The council passed two ordinances 


and they are thorough in every re- 
spect, covering every phase of the 
liquor tiaflic. By the sections of the 
ordinances bcreens may be n&ed in 
saloons but they must be built 2} 
inches from the floor and set back 
20 feet from the street so by stand- 
ing on the street anyone can 
see 


whether a person is in the room. The 
screens 
must 
be 
movable. 
After 


hours the screens must be so ar- 
ranged that the back of the bar can 
be seen from the street. 


By the ordinances the hours for 


business are between C am. and 10 
pm. on every week day. 
Xo Sunday 


business will be tolerated. 
On Sun- 


days and after hours the room must 
be lighted .well so everything that 
goes on in them can be seen fiom 
the street. 


No Alley Saloons. 


The alley saloon is knocked out 


entirely. All places where intoxicat- 
ing liquor is sold must face a street 
except in hotels. 
In this case the 


bar must be so arranged that the 
view from the lobby is not obstruct- 
ed. 


By a section of the ordinance a sa- 


loon keeper and any members of his 
family may he behind the bar after 
hours and on Sundajs but no other 
person £s allowed. 
The ordinance 


says it will be a misdemeanor for 
anyone found in the bar after hours 
or on Sundays other than tho<-e speci- 
fied, and places them lip'»"o to 
a 


fine. 


The iront of the saloon rooms must 


be made of clear plate glass . The 
stained glass, cut glass and curtains 
•were knocked out 
entirely. 
This 


dealt a severe blow to many prospec- 
tive saloon keepers in Coshocton for 
many had already ordered stained 
glass fronts and some already have 
cut glass fronts. These will have t!o 
be torn down and replaced by clear 
glass. 


Heavy Fines.
